REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

OF  SCHOOLS 

1952-1953 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Stark: 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  submitting  my  second 
annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Stark. 
Financial  data  included  in  this  report  covers  the 
school  year  July  1,  1951  to  June  30,  1952.  Statistical 
data,  unless  otherwise  noted,  is  for  the  current 
school  year,  and  in  most  cases  is  correct  up  to  the 
time  of  publication. 

All  three  teachers  retained  their  positions  so 
that  the  schools  were  not  interrupted  by  change  of 
teachers.  Present  enrollment  is  practically  the 
same  this  year  as  last.  Grade  placement  of  the 
group  is  as  below :

Since  the  last  school  report  major  repairs  have 
been  made  on  the  buildings,  including  insulation, 
painting  exteriors,  sealing  the  floors  and  purchase 
of  storm  windows.  About  25  new  desks  have  been 
purchased  and  installed,  some  at  Crystal,  and  the 
rest  at  Stark  Village  school.  These  repairs  and  ad- 
ditions have  added  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of 
the  children  as  well  as  preserving  the  appearance  of 
the  building. 

Mrs.  Raymond  Stuart  has  continued  her  splen- 
did work  as  director  and  cook  for  the  hot  lunch 
program.  Commonly  forty  or  more  children  have 
lunch  daily.  The  lunches  meet  fully  all  State  and 
Federal  requirements  so  the  program  benefits  by 
surplus  commodity  donations  and  cash  reimburse- 
ment from  these  sources.  The  children  benefit 
greatly  from  this  hot  lunch  arrangement. 

During  the  year  the  pupils  were  given  standard 
achievement  tests.  Results  show  that  our  schools 
are  up  to  average  or  a  little  above  not  only  of 
schools  in  this  area  but  country  wide.  This  is  a 
direct  result  of  good  work  by  the  teachers  and  the 
supplies  which  have  been  furnished  to  them. 

I  am  greatly  enjoying  working  in  your  schools 
and  have  met  with  fine  cooperation  among  the 
teachers,  parents  and  townspeople.  The  members 
of  the  school  board  also  have  been  most  helpful.  It 
is  in  sincere  appreciation  of  the  support  I  submit 
this  report.     Thank  you.

Defects  have  been  reported  to  parents  with  re- 
quest to  consult  their  personal  physician,  dentist, 
clinic  or  optometrist. 

The  general  health  of  the  children  is  very  good 
and  in  my  estimation  the  greatest  need  is  dentistry. 

Due  to  war  emergencies  the  Red  Cross  Fund 
cannot  be  used  for  this  service  as  the  Blood  Mobile, 
aid  for  Service  Men,  etc.,  keep  the  funds  low.  The 
Dental  Trailer  service  only  cleans  and  checks  teeth. 
I  don't  feel  this  would  be  worthwhile  unless  the 
cavities  were  filled  first.  About  the  best  solution 
for  raising  dental  funds  is  to  place  enough  in  the 
budget  to  start  the  work,  then  build  up  this  amount 
by  sums  children  can  afford  to  pay  and  any  public 
activities  which  the  townspeople  might  devise  to 
help. 

I  was  very  glad  to  see  mothers  accompany  their 
children  for  examination.  May  more  mothers  feel 
free  to  do  so  next  year.
